SECTION  1  (S)^IGNIPIjDANT  ORGANIZATION  OR  UNIT  ACTIVITIES 

1,  (C)  General:  durin^the  reporting  period  no  large  scale  assaults 

o/:ainst  Special  Forces  camps  ^re  initiated  by  Viet  Cong  forces,  although 
there  were  strong  indication^ of  large  \init  Viet  Cong) build-ups  in  the  vicin¬ 
ity  of  Cac^s  Khe  Sanh,  Tien  jnmoc  and  Ha  Thanh  in  I  Corps;  Plei  djereng,  duo 
Co,  and  due  Lap  in  II  Corp^and  due  Phong,  Loo  Ninh,  Trad  Bi,  Soui  da  and 
TJ-inh  Thanh  in  III  Corps*  'me  Viet  Cong  did  however  initiate  275  small  \mit 
actions  against  Speoiay^rces  camps.  Forward  Operating  Bases  and  friendly 
initiated  combat  operations*  In  most  oases  these  actions  were  limited  to  light 
probes  which  were  quickly  suppressed  by  friendly  forces  assisted  by  the  rapid 
response  of  flareships,  Forward  Air  Controllers,  airs trikes  and  artillery*  In 
contrast  to  past  activd.ty,  the  US  Special  Forces  advised  CldG  forces  assumed 
the  aggressive  attitude,  seeking  out  and  destroying  the  Viet  Cong  in  his  o\m 
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habitat.  This  aggressive  attitude  uas  moat  evident  in  the  IV  Corps  Tactical 
Zone,  During  this  period  there  was  a  steady  growth  in  the  conduct  of  joint 
CIDG/ETOAF  combat  pperationa  within  all  of  the  Corps  Tactical  Zones,  Oheae 
operations  greatly  enhanced  the  CIDG  program  in  respect  to  relationship, 
understanding  and  esteem  of  PVaiAP  personnel  towards  the  CIDG  and  in  combat 
erpcrience  to  the  individual  CIDG  soldier.  At  the  end  of  this  period  the 
5th  Special  Forces  Group  was  advising  37t721  CIDG  personnel  assigned  to  the 
97  Special  Forces  camps  thro:jghout  tho  Republic  of  Vietnam  (inOl  #l).  In 
addition,  advisory  influence  was  ererted  over  13,986  EP  and  14,152  PF  troops 
through  the  assi^ed  additional  mission  of  the  sector  and  subsector  advisory 
role.  To  detexains  the  overall  value  and  operational  effectiveness  of  the 
CIDG  oaE5)a,  two  studies  were  conducted  diudng  this  period.  The  first  designed 
to  determine  the  reaction  to  intelligence  (Incl  #2)  and  the  second  to  deter* 
mine  the  camp  operational  effectiveness  (Incl  #3)  of  each  CIDG  camp  in  country. 

Both  of  these  studios  jiroved  to  be  highly  successful  in  their  designed  in¬ 
tentions  and  were  further  implemented  at  the  "C"  detachment  level,  A  narked 
increase  in  Long  Range  Reconnaissance  and  Intelligence  Gathering  capabilities 
was  attained  vrith  the  implementation  of  Project  OlffiXJA  (incl  #4)  and  Project 
SIGMA  (incl  #5)  in  addition  to  the  already  existing  Project  DELTA  (incl  #6)m 
The  assets  of  these  three  special  projects  greatly  increased  our  capability 
of  piovidiiig  reconnaissance  and  intelligence  gathering  support  to  PHMiF 
tinits  in  I,  II,  and  HI  Corps  Tactioal  Zones  and  to  all  CIDG  camps  throughout 
the  Republio.  At 'the  direction  of  CCMJSMACV,  the  MACV  Reoondo  School  (incl 
was  organized,  with  operational  responsibility  being  delegated  to  the 
5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne),  This  school,  though  still  in  its  in¬ 
fancy,  has  already  proven  its  worth  throi:^  the  high  quality  of  training 
presented  for  the  replacements  assigned  to  reconnaissance  units  of  US  Combat 
Forces,  In  other  areas  related  to  the  support  of  our  operational  detaohnents 
deployed  in  the  field  was  the  publication  of  the  "A”  Detachment  Camp  Planning 
Handbook  (incl  #9)  to  guide  detachments  in  the  planning  and  construction  of  a 
camp  I  and  the  publication  of  the  »A«*  Detachment  Handbook  (incl  #10 )  to  assist 
the  detachment  in  tho  accomplisfament  of  its  mission.  In  order  to  reinforoe  any 
Special  Forces  camp  \;diich  was  considered  to  be  vulnerable  or  under  the  threat  of 
inninent  Viet  Cong  attack,  a  Camp  Hardening  Program  (incl  #11)  was  initiated* 

Briefings  were  conducted  for  numerous  visitors  to  include  Presidential  Envoy  Mr 
Joe  Holt  and  General  Harold  K.  Johnson  (Incl  #12),  These  briefings  greatly  en¬ 
hanced  the  overall  imderstanding  of  the  Special  Forces  effort  in  Vietnam,  During 
tho  latter  part  of  this  quarter,  the  21st  Military  Histoj^  Detachment  (Incl  #13) 
was  attached  to  the  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne),  The  21st  mhd  should 
prove  to  bo  highly  instrumental  in  the  collection  of  information  friim  the  field 
to  svq>plement  and  augment  the  account  of  events  as  recorded  by  this  Headquarters, 
Emphasis  was  placed  on  morale  factors  durihg  this  period  to  include  both  the 
USASF  and  CIDG  personnel.  In  this  respect, 'maximum  participation  in  the  R4R 
program  was  stressed  and  a  monthly  magazine.  The  ”Green  Beret”  (Inol  #14)  cane  r 

into  being,  for  the  benefit  and  enjoyment  of  t/SASS*  personneir*  As  a  morale 
incentive  foi*  tho  CIDG  forces,  the  “Order  of  the  Green  Scarf"  (incl  #15) 
was  established  for  the  recognition  of  success  in  combat  of  Cl^  luiits^ 
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2.  (c)  Intelliffcnoei  During  this  reporting  period  the  Group  S-2 

initiated  specifio  activities  iidiich  trill  result  in  magnifying  and  increasing 
the  intelligence  collection  and  production  effort  vrithin  the  oonmand*  ^^se 
uctivitr.es  included:  Establishment  of  a  Combined  Intelligence  Center  (CIC^ 
at  selected  camps  (inol  #16)}'  Consolidation  of  intelligence  nets  (incl  #17)1 
Special  Forces  Weather  Observation  Program  (incl  #18);  The  establishment  of 
the  "C'*  Detachment  Information  Analysis  Center  (Incl  #19) »  and  the  arrival 
of  the  403nd  Special  Operations  Detachment,  For  the  benefit  of 

inteULigenoe  personnel  from  subordinate  detachments,  three  one  week  IIW 
courses  were  conducted.  The  instruction,  including  the  interrogation  of 
captives  and  handling  of  captured  documents  and  materiel,  was  presented  by 
Intelligence  personnel  from  the  S-2  section  and  the  319th  lH  Battalion,  The 
coxn:se  of  instruction  also  included  the  actual  interrogation  by  students  of 
enemy  captives  presently  held  by  local  GVN  agencies.  As  a  follow-up  to  tiie 
instruction,  the  3't:h  Special  Forces  Group  is  publishing  now  regulations 
pertaining  to  the  procedures  for  handling,  processing  and  exploitation  of 
aaptives,  returnees,  suspects,  documents  and  materiel.  The  implementation 
of  these  regulations  Td.ll  result  in  the  subordinate  detachments  receiving 
waYiTmim  tiuoly  information  and  intelligenoe, 

a,  weather  oxeirfcB  a  definite  and,  at  times,  decisive  influence 
on  military  operations.  In  Vietnam,  the  5th  Weather  Squadron  of  the  1st 
Weather  Group  is  specifically  assigned  the  mission  of  providing  weather  ser¬ 
vice  support  to  the  US  forces  in  Vietnam,  Personnel  resources  available  to 
■the  1st  Weather  Group  in  Vietnam  do  not  permit  establishing  the  number  of 
weather  observing  stations  needed  to  satisfy  the  requiremont  for  weather 
observations.  It  ttes  necessary,  therefore,  to  call  upon  elements  of  the  ^th 
Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne)  to  provide  limited  weather  observations  to 
supplcaaent  those  available  from  Air  Weather  Service  and  other  meteorological 
agencies,  Detacumonts  of  the  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne)  are  ideally 
located  for  this  ptarpose,  and  have  the  additional  advantage  of  having  organic 
comnunications  to  relay  the  Observations  to  locations  v/here  they  axe  needed 
by  forecasters.  Accordingly,  the  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne)  and  the 
Ist  V/oather  Group  have  published  and  distributed  appropriate  regulations  and 
handbooks,  respectively,  requiring  observers  at  selected  Special  Forces  oasgps 
to  surface  weather  observations  (see  Incl  #18), 

b.  It  has  long  been  an  accepted  fact  that  the  Special  Forces  "A" 
detachment  has  been  the  Group*  s  primary  source  of  information.  In  many 
cases  in  the  past,  however,  the  flow  of  information  to  higher  hea^usrters 
has  not  been  matched  with  an  equal  flow  of  timely  intelligenoe  feeding  back 
to  the  "A"  detachment.  An  Information  Analysis  Center  (lAC)  has  been  ozgaxw 
ized  at  each  of  the  four  ’'C  detachments  from  personnel  rosouroes  orirrently 
on  hand.  At  full  stirength,  it  Tri.ll  incorporate  military  intelligenoe  aug^ 
mentation  that  has  been  coordinated  with  MACV-J2,  The  mission  of  the  XAC

b.  Operations:  Throughout  tho  entirety  of  Vietnam,  there  was  an 
overall  rise  in  the  degrce  of  effectiveness  of  oopbat  operations  conducted 
by  CIBG  forces  both  os  separate  \uiits  and  in  joint  operations  conducted  with 
IV/MAP  units*  The  aggressive  attitude  Gss\;id>ed  by  the  CIBO  foroos  proved  to 
have  a  devastating  impact  on  the  Vlot  Cong,  ospoololly  in  tho  IV  Corps  Tao- 
tical  Zone*  As  a  result  of  CIBG  operations  conducted  country  vide,  a  total 
of  617  Viet  Cong  wero  killed  during  this  quartox,  establishing  a  favorable 
Vioc  Cong/CIBG  kill  ratio  of  3«2:1*  This  ratio  refleoto  an  overall  decrease 
in  comparison  to  the  previous  quortorly  period*  Conparatlvo  casualty  figures 
by  Corps  Tactical  Zone  and  country  wide  ore  ohoun  at  iholosuros  #23.

(a)  llardening  of  Comp  Kho  Sanh:  Of  the  9  OIDG  caopc?  in 
I  CTZ,  the  only  one  that  could  be  considered  "hardened"  during  this  qxinrter 
\/G,3  Casip  Khe  Sanh«  In  September^  General  Wcshaoreland  directed  that  Kho 
Sanh  be  "hardened"  to  prevent  a  possible  overvihelming  enoay  attack  \Q>on  it* 

The  decision  to  harden  Kho  Sanh  resulted  from  MACV  J-2  intelligence  estin- 
a  bos  that  the  KVA  enemy  had  the  capability  of  attacking  the  camp  with  large 
forces  I  wtiich  would  tend  to  cause  sizeable  USMC  reaction  forces  to  reinforce 
or  to  counterattack.  Enemy  forces  of  in  excess  of  3  divisions  were  estimated 
capable  of  attacking  USMC  relief  columns.  Strengthening  of  Khe  Sanh  began 
immediately  to  prevent  this  possible  occurrence*  Headquarters y  5^h  Special 
Porces  Group  (Airborne),  authorized  an  increase  in  CIBG  strength  from  3  'fco  4 
companies  and  dirootod  that  USASF  pcrsozuiol  strength  be  augmented  with  spec* 
ia3Asts  and  technicians  needed  to  implomont  an  increased  intelligence  oolleo> 
tion  and  terrain  reconnaissance  and  surveillance  capability,  IH  M&F  con* 
tributed  to  the  harv^onlng  by  emplacing  two  153is&  howitzers  and  three  105!nD 
houitzers  in  the  caap;  deploying  the  lot  Battalion,  I^oxinos,  around  the 
camp  in  a  security  mission;  providing  olomouts  of  a  Navy  constriction  bat¬ 
talion  luvLt  (Soabee)  to  repair  the  dotorioratod  airstrip;  obtaining  Project 
Delta  assets  for  long  range  reconnalosanco  miosiono  in  axxd  near  the  Khe  Sanh 
‘fAOR;  and  by  dii-coting  UBAP  C-123' defoliation  aiasiono  £lo\m  in  portions  of 
the  TAOR,  Botaolimont  C-l,  Demong,  provided  lioxsonnol  and  equifoont  to 
ctrongbhon  the  USASF  dotaohnents  Intolllgonco  and  survoiUanoo  capability 
and  its  opoxatlonol  capability;  provided  construction  and  barrier  material 

to  Inoroaao  the  dofonsibillty  of  the  comp;  and  dofollatod  the  perimeter  of 
tlic  comp  by  liellocptur*  Lessons  learned  during  the  hardening  of  Kha  Sa^ 
0X0  outlined  in  Sootlou  2,  Fort  X* 

(b)  Activity  at  Cojap  Ha  Thnnhi  On  the  night  of 
ICWll  September,  enemy  foroea  ox  an  Ctim'.tod  battalion  ^ze  conducted  sia- 
xfLtanoouo  assaults  on  RF/PF  outposts  in  the  vicinity  of  Comp  Ha  Thanh  and 
conducted  a  heavy  uortar/afooolllooo  rifle  boobardnent  on  the  CID6  conp  itself* 
Poor  ooccunioatlons  prevented  the  district  chief  from  effectively  communloatiag 
with  the  OP*  8*  The  OP's  wore  weak  and  the  southern  chain  extending  some  6 
kilooetora  south  of  the  CITC  ocuap  could  not  bo  supported  by  fire*  At  approae> 
iaately  IIOI30  hours  the  two  OP*o  adjacent  to  the  airstrip  and  overlooking 

the  camp  wore  overrun*  From  those  two  OP*s,  the  enemy  was  able  to  place

(2)  II  Corns  Too tioal ‘Zone t  The  xaost  significant  occurronoes 
in  H  CTZ  during  the  q,ua]:^erly  pei^od  Were  tlie  conversion  of  CIDG  canps  Buen 
£a  Yang  and  Floi  Do  lin  to  Regional  Force.  In  both  instances,  the  conversion 
was  effected  successfully,  boringing  to  light  a  number  of  areas  for  improve¬ 
ment  prior  to  further  conversions.  Some  of  the  areas  are  being  oorreotod  at 
this  level.  Host  problem  areas  should  be  alleviated  in  future  conversions 
by  tho  i)ublioation  of  the  ^^CoBewsrsion  Handbook” «  Other  problem  areas  that 
arose  were  dirootly  related  to  the  authorization,  structure  and  support  of 
the  Regional  Force,  which  reqvdxed  decisions  and  action  by  hi^er  headq.uartero. 


(3)  HI  Corps  Tactical  Zonet  Activity  in  the  III  Corps  area 

was  limited  to  sanll  unit  oontocts  with  Viet  Cong  forces,  with  no  major  signif¬ 
icant  engagements.  Combat  operations  were  significant  as  a  whole,  in  as  much 
08  Joint  operations  with  i^dlAF  units  increased  greatly  over  the  previous 
quarter.  These  operations  have  greatly  enhanced  the  relationship  between  tho 
CIDG  forces  and  'tee  IWiAF  units. 

(4)  IV  Corps  Tactical  Zonet  Numerous  achievements  were  attained 
in  IV  CTZ  during  this  quarterly  period.

over,  but  also  because  it  had  been  the  fiist  Special  Forces  camp  in  the 
Republic  to  assume  the  additional  miaslon  of  the  subsector  advisory  role. 

(b)  Combat  Operations  on  Phu  Quoo  Islands  On  10  September 
offensive  combat  operations  fashioned  after  the  "Malayan  Fan"  lEodus  Operand! 
were  initiated.  In  general,  the  taotlos  employed  entail  continuous  zreoon- 
naissance-ambush  operations  with  a  continually  increasing  TAOR.  To  date 
these  opera-tdons  have  been  highly  successful,  both  in  the  oounterguerrills 
and  intelligence  fields  '(Inol  #26).

A-414  (Moo  Hou)  and  Dotuchnent  A~41^  (Kinh  II)  proved  to  be  oignif leant 
in  that  it  dioplayod  the  vulnerability  of  VC  safe  areas  during  the  high  water 
purlodn  i3f  tliu  rainy  oeoaon;  euphtvsized  the  importaxuio  and  effectiveneas  of 
vuturborno  oporationas  and  uxomplifiod  the  coordination  and  cooperation  of 
ooubinod  forooo  to  inoludo  tho  UC  Navy  (Inol  #27 )• 

(d)  Relief  Operations;  ]Xie  to  extremely  high  water  level 
during  the  month  of  Septonbor  and  October  acverc  flooding  conditions  were 
oxi'orioncod  throughout  tho  IV  CTZ  area,  \/ith  several  of  the  CIDG  camps  exper¬ 
iencing  water  levels  of  up  to  I6  foot  inside  tlie  camp  walls.  Belief  oper¬ 
ations  conducted  in  support  of  the  caupa  affected  by  the  high  \7aters  included 
doily  food  resupply  runs;  evaemtion  of  CHXl  dependents;  construction  and  air 
landing/dropping  of  rafts  and  floating  helicopter  pads;  continuous  resupply 
of  construction  materials;  evacuation  of  cre\7  served  weapons  (l05nm  howitzers, 
•30  onl  Mr,  4*2  in  mortars  etc*,)  to  prevent  damage;  standby  TAC  air,  flare- 
ships,  gunships  and  FAC  aircraft;  and  airborne  radio  relay  aircraft  during 
hours  of  darbiess  over  v\ilnerable  camps.  The  overall  support  provided  was 
outstanding  to  include  that  i/hich  \^s  extended  to  the  civilian  population 
throughout  the  area.

(2)  Airboat  Training;  Cozmoencin^r  oil  13  October  and  contixxuin^f 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the  months  Detaohmezit  C-4  (Can  Tho)  conducted  air-

d.  Aviation:  The  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne)  received  Army 
aviation  support  from  the  units  under  the  operational  control  of  the  Group 
Commander  and  from  e.'oh  Corps  Tactical  Zone  on  a  mission  request  basis* 

Group  Commander  had  operational  control  of  the  281st  Aviation  Company  (AML), 

7  CV-2B  aircraft,  and  3  U-IA  aircraft*  During  the  qxiarterly  period,  the  28l8t 
Aviation  Cempany  (AML)  operated  at  6QP/>  TOE  aviator  strength*  Despite  this 
handicap,  the  unit  flew  1749  miscions  in  support  of  special  combat  operations 
5f405  Mssions  in  support  of  the  97  Special  Forces  sites  located  throu£^« 
out  South  Vietnam*  One  hundred  and  six  missions  were  flonn  in  support  of  the 
IIACV  Heoondo  School  wliich  oondtiCtod' its  first  class  in  September  I966.  The 
air  movement  section  shipped  23«814»7A4  pounds  of  cargo  and  1^13^  troops  from 
the  Special  Forces  Operational  Base  at  Eha  Trang*  Cargo  troops  were 
moved  through  both  the  Air  Force  aerial  port  system  utilizing  C-123  and  C-I30 
aircraft  and  the  Special  Forces  air  movement  system  using  CV-2B  and  U-IA 
aircraft*  The  combination  of  the  aerial  port  system  and  the  Special  Forces 
air  movement  system  provided  timely  means  of  supporting  86,000  men  through 
airlanding  and  airdropping  of  supplies  and  equipment* 


e*  Combat  Development:  In  the  field  of  combat  developments,  the 
5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne)  has  been  quite  selective  in  iriiat  it 
approves 'as  necessary  items  to  be  procured*  We  have  tested  many  items  and 
concepts,  as  the  needs  of  ovir  subordinate  units  run  the  gamut  of  military 
and  non-mill tajy  activities  in  South  Vietnam*  Hardware  vdilch  has  been  approved 
by  this  Headquarters,  usually  on  a  mission  essential  basis,  has  proven  to  be 
invaluable*  Ihis  quarter  the  items  mentioned  do  not  fall  into  the  combat 
development  phase  of  operations*  It  is  necessary  to  include  them  in  this 
X^ortion  because  of  the  conceptual  revisions  involved  in  the  emplo^ent  of 
oqiiipment  such' as  airboats  and  AH/rPS-5  radar  sets*  As  significant  lessons 
arc  learned  through  the  xise  of  these  items  the  results  will  be  included  for 
proper  dissemination.

a*  General ; 

(1)  During  the  reportii^g  period  the  Logistical  Support  Center 
in  IDui  Trang,  with  a  liaisoii  detachment  in  Saigon,  continued  providing  log¬ 
istical  support  to  all  personnel  in  support  of  Parasol-S\d.tchbaok  projects, 
A  thirty-four  percent  changeover  of  LSC  personnel  occurred  during  the  re- 
X>orting  peoriod. 


(2)  A  logistical  oummara"  submitted  by  the  "C"  detachment  S-4‘s 
every  Friday  xzaa  initiated.  This  report  covers  problem  areas  encountered 
by  the  "C"  detachments  and  also  lists  any  critical  supplies.  When  received 
at  the  Logistical  Support  Center  follow  up  action  is  then  taken, 

(3)  Reorganization  of  S-4  Office,  During  the  month  of  August 
tho  S-4  Office  and  subordinate  sections  wore  reorganized.  The  administrative 
section,  hand  receipt  section  and  offices  within  the  Logistical  Support  Center 
were  relocated  within  the  building  to  provide  closer  control  and  coordinati  jai. 


b.  Supply; 

(1)  Requisitions  for  all  classes  of  supplies  and  equipment 
except  class  III  and  V  are  still  being  submitted  to  the  Counterinsurgency 
Support  Office  (CISO)  2D  Logistical  Command,  APO  96248  Okinawa,  However, 
on  14  October  I966  an  Interservioe  Support  iigreement,  DD  Form  1194#  was 
initiated  and  approved  between  the  United  States  Army,  Vietnam  and  the  5ih 
Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne),  TSiis  agreement  constitutes  authority  to 
requisition  common  class  H  &  IV  equipment  and  supplies  and  limited  class  I 
from  the  1st  Logistical  Command  on  a  roimbirrsable  basis,  Tlie  1st  Logistical 
Command  will  bill  the  Coimter  Insurgency  Support  Office,  Okinawa  for  those 
items  which  are  issued  to  the  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne),  Every 
effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  an  adequate  stockage  level  (60  days)  of 
sxifficient  supplies  and  equipment  at  the  Logistical  Support  Center, 

(2)  Procurement  action  has  been  initiated  for  seventy- three 
Radar  Sets  AlI/PPS-5,  These  sets  will  be  allocated  to  selected  operational 
"A"  detachments  when  received*  The  first  twenty-four  sets  which  arrive  in 
Vietnam  from  COITUS  have  been  allocated  to  the  Group  by  COTiUSAIACV, 

(3)  Procurement  action  has  been  effected  by  the  United  States 
Army  Materiel  Command,  Washington,  D,C,  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  10  KV7 
generators^  Diesel,  V/atercooled,  USAF  morJel  MB-5,  Standard  US  Army  10  KST 
generators, air  oooied,have  not  proven  satisfactory  for  PIR  reqviirements. 

The  10  iff?  generator  is  the  prime  source  of  power  for  all  electrical  equipment 
to  inoiiide  food  stoxpge  cabinets  and  ra^Qs  in  al^  ^eqial  Fpre^s .  Camps* 
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Vhon  insitailod  they  run  continuously  or,  \/hon  possible,  in  alternation  eith 
another  set.  The  present  air  cooled, model  generators  vero  not  doaii^ied  for 
extended  porlods  of  operation  in  a  warm  olimato.  therefore,  it  is  felt  that 
the  procurement  of  tlie  more  durable  water  cooled, diesel  models, will  greatly 
improve  goneri-xtor  life  and  provide  the  detachments  with  a  far  better  power 
soinxe. 


(4)  Fourteen  Uoc^l  UlOl,  lO^znm  Howitzers  were  procured  from 
iUidOountxy  sources  during  the  reporting  period.  Qliese  weapons  are  being 
utilized  by  the  more  isolatod  camps  to  improve  their  defensive  positions 
and  to  provide  additional  offensive  supporting  fires.  Hovd tzars  were  issued 
on  the  basis  of  two  per  detachment. 

(5)  An  avidit  team  from  Combined  Area  Studies  Group  conducted 
an  inspection  of  stock  record  cards  and  associated  su^^ly  records  to  include 
the  Logistioal  Support  Center' s  Operational  Fund  during  the  month  of  August. 

It  \7as  noted  thxat  procedures  and  expenditures  were  in  accordance  with  per- 
tizxent  regulations  governing  Parasol-Switchback  projects, 

(6)  A  total  of  one-hundred  trucks,  ambulance,  front  line  ^ 
ton,  M-7I8  were  received  during  the  reporting  period.  These  trucks  are 
being  Issued  to  the  **0"  detachments  for  distribution  to  subordinate  detach¬ 
ments  within  their  Corps  areas. 

(7)  To  date  twenty-four  out  of  fifty-three  airboats  have  been 
received.  Seventeen  of  these  are  operated  by  the  Det  C-4  Mike  Force, 

(s)  During  the  reporting  period  Detachments  C-3  and  C-4  hsflre 
aasvuned  the  additional  role  of  operating  as  forward  supply  points.  This 
has  resulted  in  many  benefits,  the  most  important  of  which  is  that  it  re¬ 
duces  the  order-ship  time  for  requisitions  placed  by  the  operational  detach¬ 
ments,  A  further  benefit  is  that  the  supi^lies  for  any  given  area  are  now 
placed  under  the  control  of  the  ”C*'  detachment  canmands  who  in  turn  can 
establish  priorities  based  on  a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  the  situations 
which  prevail  within  his  Corps  area.  Also,  rather  than  having  all  supplies 
concentrated  in  one  location  they  axe  dispersed.  The  only  Corps  area  whioh 
is  not  operating  a  fcrzaxd  supply  point  is  II  Corps.  Due  to  the  siae  of  H 
Corps  it  is  felt  tEiat  it  would  be  better  to  operate  forward  supply  points 
from  two  locations.  Presently  plans  are  being  made  for  their  decentralization, 
ho^rcver,  no  date  has  been  established  for  their  conversion.  All  supplies  for

(9)  Effective  1  Septenber  I966  a  system  of  Quarterly  Droppage 
was  instituted.  Each  *'A''  detachment  is  permitted  $100  a  quarter  for  droppage 
of  expendable  and  minor  non-expendable  items.  Tliis  has  greatly  decreased  the 
number  of  Eelief  from  Bei^ppnsibility  requests  received  b^  this  j^eadquarters . 
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(10)  Regulation  T^-ly  lialfunction  Reports  Axnmunltion  and  E!&> 
plosives.  This  regulation  was  published  and  distributed  on  26  Septeobex, 

(11)  Regulation  725«*lf  lasuos  of  Supplies  and  Equipment  Material 
Priority  Systems  was  published  on  30  September,  This  regulation  establishes 
oommand  policy  and  prescribes  procedures  for  the  assigmient  of  Issue  Priority 
Designators  (IPD)  to  requisitions  prepared  by  the  Logistical  Support  Center 
in  3upi>ort  of  Parasol-Switchback  Projects, 


(12)  Regulation  750-2,  Vehicle  Bumper  Markingo,  dated  25  Sep¬ 
tember  1966,  was  written  and  published.  This  regulation  prescribes  a  uniform 
system  of  vehicle  bumper  masdcLhgs  to  bo  xised  throughout  the  3th  Special  Forces 
Group  (Airborne), 

(13)  During  the  past  three  months  nine  I£T's  and  one  deep  draft 
vessel  arrived  from  Okinawa  with  cargo  for  the  3th  Special  Forces  Group  (Air¬ 
borne), 

(14)  Because  of  the  critical  nature  and  high  pilferage  rate  of 
medical  supplies  the  Logistical  Support  Center  has  coomenoed  consolidating 
shipments  and  packing  these  supplies  in  looked  eoner  containers,  A  key 

or  copy  of  the  combination  used  is  forwarded  by  sail  to  the  requesting  detach¬ 
ment, 

(13)  During  the  past  six  months  many  supplies  which  were  shipped 
either  from  COITUS  depots  or  Okinawa  would  arrive  at  Cam  Rahn  Bay  without 
advance  notification.  As  a  xeSult  bi-uc^cly  checks  are  now  being  made  at 
the  port  facilities  in  Cam  Rahn  Bay  fox  otir  supplies.  This  has  eliminated 
misrouted  and  lost  supplies  arriving  throu^  that  facility, 

(16)  With  the  decentralization  of  each  Corps  area  the  requisi¬ 
tioning  procedure  from  the  forward  supply  point  to  the  Logistical  Support 
Center  vdll  have  to  be  changed.  It  is  proposed  that  the  system  established 
be  similiar  to  that  which  is  presently  in  effect  between  the  Logistical 
Support  Center  and  the  Counterinsurgency  Support  Office,  That  is,  the  for¬ 
ward  supply  point  maintain  a  stbekage  list  of  all  fast-noving  items  within 
the  cnXj  program.  The  stock£ige  list  is  based  upon  the  requirements  of  the 
particular  Corps  area  and  may  be  revised  every  fifteen  days  based  upon 
current  needs  and  demands.  When  the  *'C'*  detachment  submits  their  stockage 
list  the  amount  on  hand  will  be  annotated  and  the  difference  J^tomaticalily 
shipped  to  them  in  bulk  lots.

(3)  In  order  to  cut  down  oa  in-country  spending  a  stockage  list 
of  all  taateri^s  for  the  Repairs  and  Utilities  Section  \/ao  made  up  and  consol¬ 
idated  for  order  from  the  CovuiterinSurgency  Support  Office.  In  addition  to 
cutting  dovn  on  in-co^lntry  spending#  it  is  felt  that  saterial  of  a  better 
quality  will  be  received  thus  decreasing  replacement  requirements, 

(4)  With  the  expansion  of  facilities  in  the  Special  Forces 
Operational  Base  it  «as  detoimiaed  that  the  poi/er  for  operating  tra.s  insuff¬ 
icient,  As  a  result,  transformers  which  will  boost  voltage  from  220  volts 
at  the  source  to  25»000  volts  on  the  linos  and  back  to  200  volts  at  the 
destination  will  be  installed.  This  will  eliminate  loss  of  power  throu£^  the 
lines  and  also  the  use  of  individual  transformers  in  each  building, 

5.  (C)  Civil  Affairs: 

a.  During  this  reporting  period,  the  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (AIjn. 
bome)  has  continued  to  attack  problem  areas  in  order  to  maintain  the  impetus 
of  the  overall  Group  program  in  civil  affairs  and  psychological  operations. 
Increased  efforts  in  all  functional  areas  have  led  to  significant  expansion 
of  the  total  program, '  particularly  in  the  areas  of  agriculture,  health  and 
sanitation,  education,  and  public  information.  Emphasis  has  also  intensified 
on  the  iuplenontation  of  long-term  planning  and  programming  to  assure  program 
continuity  and  to  facilitate  determination  of  personnel  and  budgetary  re- 
quirenents.  Command  ec^hasis  has  focused  on  the  integration  of  military 
operations,  intelligence,  civic  action  and  psychological  operations  with  the 
Vietnamese  National  Revolutionary  Development  Progran, 

b.  During  the  three  month  reporting  period  ending  31  October  19^6, 

1,814  civic  action  projects  designed  to  gain  the  support  of  the  local  civilians 
and  to  expand  the  GVW  area  of  control  and  inflvienco  were  completed  in  Specii^ 
Forces  operational  areas.  Included  in  this  figure  are 'the  oonstruotion  and/or 
xspair  of:  123  schools i  26  dispensaries ,  11  hospitals,  ^6  bridges,  39  latrines 
29  fish  ponds,  33  wells,  526  dv7ellin,53,  and  37  VIS  information  Gthar 
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projects  inoludod  provision  of  1#459»769  pounds  of  food  for  over  18,127 
refugees  who  are  located  in  detaotoent  operational  areas.  USASP  and  VHSP 
medics,  and  Special  Forces  trained  Village  Hamlet  Workers  treated  343 1 349 
patients  in  odmp  dispensaries  v/hile  conducting  1>425  oivio  action  medical 
patrols. 


o.  In  an  effort  to  bolster  the  medical  prograias  of  the  GVII  in  the 
hamlets  of  rural  Vietnam,  the  5th  SFGA  has  sponsored  a  twelve  week  training 
program  for  Hamlet  Haalth  Visitors,  The  four  ''C  detachments  coordinated 
with  the  Provincial  Medicine  Chiefs*  for  instructors,  facilities,  t3»ining 
aids  and  necessary  clinical  facilities  and  field  trips.  Phase  I  of  the 
program  includes  six  weeks  of  classroom  instruction  in' anatomy  and  physiology, 
first  aid, ’sanitation,  symp-bom  diagnosis  and  treatment,  pharmocology,  and 
administration.  Phase  II  is  on-the-job  training  pj^sented  in  the  ha;^et  and 
includes  mdwifery  training,  malaria  con'trol,  and  village  sanitation.  During 
this  phase  the  s-tudent  conducts  daily  sick  calls,  house  calls,  and  presents 
instruction  to  the  hamlet  members.  The  5th  SPGA  will  assist  ^th  salaries 
for  the  s'budents  for  six  months,  oommenoing  at  the  time  of  their  enrollment. 
During  this  period  the  GVII  will  put  these  people  on  the  Province  payroll,  and 
\d.ll  assume  responsibili'iy  for  them  at  the  end  of  the  period.  At  present, 
there  are  II9  students  un(  :g^^g^tl^^t3Kiining  in  all  four  Corps  Tactical 
Zones.  --r  — ~ 


d.  A  mo'tor  maintenanoe  program  with  the  purpose  of  training  and 
qualifying  selected  ClDG  personnel  tp  perform  1st  and  2nd  echelon  main'tezmnoe 
and  repair  on  vehicles  and  generators  has  been  initiated  during  this  quarter. 
One  individual  from  each  ClDG  company  is  selected  for  attendance  at  the  course 
The  120  hour  program  of  instr.  ction  includes  classes  on  the  fundamentals  and 
repair  of  the  lubrication,  000.  ing,  fuel,  electsdoal  and  engine  systems  of 
lailitazy  vehicles.  The  course  includes  40  hours  on  trouble-shooting  and 
maintenanoe  of  ge33exator8.  To  date  there  have  been  $6  grat^tes  from  this 
course;  all  have  received  a  graduation  kit  of  basic  mieohanics  tools. 

e«  During  the  quarter,  attention  has  continued  to  be  placed  on  the 
agricultural  program  vdth  emphasis  on  making  the  GVW  system  work,  Fifty' 
head  of  breeding  cattle  were  ob'talned  through  the  Ministry  of  Agrictilture, 
with  50  already  delivered  into  H  CTZ.  This  was  a  first  f of  the  GVN,  and  is 
proof  that  the  system  can  work.  By  continuing  this  program,  there  will  be 
an  increase  in  livestock,  along  with  an  improved  economy  and  diet.  The 
ki'bcheiv.garden  program  continues  to  expand  \d.tb  over  863  pounds  of  nev  seed 
shipped  this  quarter.  The  harvest  of  major  grain  is  now  in  progress.  Pish 
ponds  are  continuing  to  yield  excellent  results,  I5I  new  ponds  have  been 
stocked  with  Tilipia  fish  -this  quarter.  This  program  has  been  very  bene¬ 
ficial  in  those  areas 'where  the  popula-tion  is  suffering  fiom  a  lack  of 
protein  in  their  diet,  such  os  in  'the  Cen'tral  Highlands.  1  Corps  has  been 
successful  in  promoting  rice  banks  in  five  districts.  Rice  is  deposited  at 
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the  district  warehouse,  to  bo  drawn  by  the  depositor  on  request,  ^Hiis  pro¬ 
gram  was  slow  in  starting,  but  is  beginning  to  catch  on.  It  produces  the 
favorable  result  of  denying  the  Viet  Cong  access  to  large  stores  of  rice, 
in  addition  to  giving  the  people  real  confidence  in  their  system  of  govern¬ 
ment. 


f,  The  Mid-Autumn  Festival  (Tet  Trung  Thu)  v/as  celebrated  coiiutry 
wide  during  the  week  of  ?5-50  September,  Every  detachment  sponsored  parties 
and  presented  the  children  with  candy,  toys  and  other  gifts.  The  officials 
of  the  GVN  at  all  levels  were  on  hand  to  deliver  speeches  and  help  in  the 
distribution  of  gifts.  Many  districts  provided  commodities  from  their  own 
resources,  which  helped  to  make  the. festival  a  complete  success, 

g,  10,127  refugees  returned  to  GVN  control  in  the  detachments 
operational  areas  during  this  quarter.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  use 
USAID  and  GVN  resources  to  provide  for  the  ref\jgees,  1»459»769  pounds  of 
food  and  90*853  povinds  of  clothing  were  distributed  by  detachments  to 
provide  for  refugee  needs.  To  handle  emergency  influxes  of  refugees, the 
S-3,  5th'SFGA  maintains  a  prepackaged  "Alpha"  kit  which  contains  food, 
clothing,  medical  supplies,  and  building  materials  to  care  for  100  refugees 
for  thirty  days, 

h,  !Sie  highlight  of  the  civic  action  effort  v?as  the  flood  disaster 
relief  provided  to  IV  CTZ,  Task  Force  Flood  Relief  was  formed  in  Septaaber 
consisting  of  USASF,  MiCV,  USAID  and  GVN  personnel  of  IV  CTZ,  Priority 
supply  and  communication  channels  were  established  so  that  Corps,  Division 
and  l^ASF  units  could  provide  for  their  respective  areas.  Mass  immunizations 
were  accomplished  prior  to  the  flooding.  Emergency  food  and  medical  supplies 
v;ere  requisitioned  and  on  hand  when  needed,  GVN  supplied  both  boat  and 
vehicular  transport  for  moving  dependents  and  civilians  out  of  flooded  areas. 
On  30-51  October,  the  Nha  Trang  area  council  solicited  donations  for  the 
refugees  of  IV  CTZ,  This  is  the  first  time  that  one  area  of  VN  has  come  to 
the  aid  of  another  with  financial  assistance, 

6,  (C)  Psychological  Operations ; 

a.  Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  psychological  operations  success 
to  date  in  Vietnam  was  that  of  publicizing  the  National  Constituent  Assembly 
elections  held  on  11  September.  A  total  of  81^  of  eligible  voters  cast 
their  ballots  on  election  day.  The  remarkable  aspect  of  this  PSYOP  campaign 
was  that  it  was  conducted  almost  completely  by  the  Vietnamese,  VIS  personnel 
worked  tirelessly,  utilizing  all  available  media  in  a  concerted  effort  to 
reach  every  potential  voter,  USASF  provided  advice,  assistance,  and  certain 
material  support  in  coordination  with  local  JUSPAO  representatives, • however, 
VIS  personnel  did  a  generally  outstanding  job  of  organiaeLng  rallies,  meetings 
conferences,  and  orientation  sessions  dealing  vdth  the  election.  Represent¬ 
atives  from  Province  and  District  traveled  extensively  among  rural  villages 
and  hamlets  and  disseminated  election  ixiformation, 
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!)•  Training  of  CA/PSYOP  Teams  has  been  taoving  forward  aggreesively 
and  i^  reaping  valuable  dividends  in  many  "A"  detaohments.  At  Phu  Tuo  (l>et- 
aoheent  A»224)  the  team  has  been  issued  distinctive  scarves f  thus  providing  a 
sense  of  identity  and  purpose.  Team  members  have  become  yell-known  in  the 
local  area  and  are  greatly  respected  for  their  assistance  to  the  populace. 

They  x’l^ovide  medical  asc^' stance,  assist  v/ith  CA  projects,  and  unceasingly 
''spreJid  the  v/ord"  relative  to  GVM  programs  and  objectives.  Detachment  C-4 
conducted  three  separate  tuo-uaek  txaixdng  courses  at  Can  Tho  for  t^n  CA/ 

PSYOP  Teams, 

c.  The  Chicu  Hoi  program  continues  to  provide  tangible  evidenoe  of 
the  value  of  psychological  operations,  as  the  number' of  Hoi  Chanhs  has  fibown 
a  gezierally  rising  trend  this  quarter,  A  total  of  1,357  Hoi  Chanhs  have 
returned  to  GVH  control  as  of  31  Ootober  I966,  within  USASF  operational  areas, 
Pomilics  and  friends  of  local  force  VC  soldiers  are  increasingly  being  ex¬ 
ploited  to  urge  those  individuals  to  return  home  to  wives  and  families.  The 
truth  of  GVH  promises  of  good  treatment  to  returnees  is  now  firmly  established 
in  most  areas.  It  is  anticipated  that  yith  continued  AHVN/fWUAF  military 
victories  and  increasingly  difficult  conditions  for  the  VC,  the  program  will 
gain  even  greater  momentum, 

d.  Flood  relief  activities  ir.  IV  CTZ  during  September  and  October 
proved  to  thousands  of  citizens  that  their  government  could  and  wovtld 
provide  fox  their  needs  in  an  emergency,  GVH  administrative  officials  plunged 
enthusiastically  into  the  task  of  furnishing  food,  clothing,  shelter,  and 
medical  treatment  to  homeless  flood  victis^.  Doubtful  political  beliefs  vare 
largely  forgotten  in  an  effort  to  provide  humanitarian  relief  supplies  to 
evcry'needy  cjLvllian,  Follot^'up  psychological  activities  via  radio  news- 
papeXf  leaflets,  and  posters  publicized  the  relief  program  to  the  maTinnm, 

e.  Circulation  of  the  Montagnard  Heyspaper  in  II  CTZ  has  been  in¬ 
creased  item  2,000  to  3»000  to  7»000  copies  per  month  during  this  quarter* 

!Hao  noyspaper  is  printed  ^  Viotmuaese  as  well  as  three  of  the  xoost  vcommon 
Montagnard  dialects  and  is  read  avidly  by  villagers,  Althou^  the  low 
literacy  rate  is  sometimes  a  limiting  factor,  those  individuals  whO'  can  read 
have  been  reading  or  relating  news  items  to  other  vxllagezrs  on  numerous 
occasions.  The  populoxity  of  this  newspaper  serves  as  a  vivid  example  of 
the  "hunger  fox  news"  among  rural  citizens  of  Vietnam, 

f.  Assignment  of  more  than  twenty  CA/PSYOP  officers  to  "A"  detach¬ 
ments  during  Ootober  will  provide  a  tremendous  boost  to  the  5th  SFGA  C4/i>syOP 
Program,  Hie  majority  of  ^thase  officers  are  school-trained  and  all  weire 
thoroughly  briefed  on  all 'aspects  of  the  Group  Program  prior  to  their  deploy¬ 
ment  to  specific  "A"  camps, 

g.  Integration  of  PSYOP  has  been  stressed  to  all  commanders  as  a 
prime  consideration  during  planning  for  and  conduct  of  all  military  operations 
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Additiouallyi  aaphaais  hao  been  placed  upon  evaluation  of  irosults  of  PSYOF 
efforts  after  each  operation*  Such  evaluations  have  assisted  in  detexmin- 
atioa  of  overall  effoctivcness  of  those  activities  and  have,  on  various 
oooaslohs,  disclosed  a  need  for  follow-up  activities,  for  a^ustmeht  of 
propaganda  theiaea,  or  for'  addition  or  deletion  of  specific  appeals*

Comnunications  Traffic; 

(1)  Total  traffic  count  has  continued  to  increase  dn-ri  wg  this 
reporting  period  for  a  total  of  8,349  messages  handled  by  the  SFOB  coma 
canter.  The  oosei  centers  at  subordinate  headquarters  handled  an  average  of 
3f069  messages.  ^Die  traffic  count  has  been  steadily  increasing  each  month 
and  can  be  expected  to  rise  even  more  when  all  point-to-point  long  line 
teletype  circuits  become  operational.

b.  Base  Radio  Communication  System  All/!PSC-26(U) : 

(1)  Information,  has  reached  this  headquarters  that  the  AN/TSC-26 
\7ill  be  shipped  to  the  5th  SFG  (Abn)  in  the  near  future.  The  arrival  datt  in 
RVN  is  xmloaoun  at  present.  The  big  problem  we  are  now  facing  is  obtainUiB 
qualified  personnel  to  man  this  gear,  iVn  intensified  training  program  Dbr 
assigned  Special  Forces  communications  personnel  will  be  required  before  the 
equipment  can  be  put  into  use.  Another  major  problem  encountered  is  the 
frequoiaoy  authorization,  dhe  rated  power  out-put  of  the  AR/tSC-26  is  2,500 
watts  and  special  authorization  for  frequencies  is  required, 

(2)  Training  of  communications  personnel  can  be  acoomplished 
within  the  5th  SFG  (Abn).  However,  to  expedite' the  training  and  the  eventual 
committment  of  the  AN/TSC-26  in'to  opera'fcions,  2,500  watt  frequencies  must  be 
authorized,  A  request  -to  MACV^Tg  has  been  initiated, 

c,  M/PRC-TA  Radio  Sett 

(1)  The  A2J/PRC-74  radio  set  is  used  for  portable  long-range 
field  communica.tions  •  It  is  considered  an  excellent  radio  except  for  the 
weight  and  size,  The  tise  of  -bhe  originally  designed  dry  bat-tery  pack  is  too 
heavy  for  long-range  patrols  and  requires  seventy  each  BA-50  batteries.  When 
a  number  of  batteries  go  bad,  all  batteries  must  be  replaced  due  to  having 
no  means  available  in  the  field  to  check  them.  This  involves  carrying  a 
large  supply  of  bat'beries, 

(2)  A  study  was  made  by  the  electronics  maintenance  personnel 
of  this  headquarters  to  determine  what  improvements  could  be  made.  As  a 
result,  a  new  lightwei^t  rechargeable  nickel-cadmium  battery  pack  has  been 
locally  designed  and  developed  for  the  AiT/PRC-74  Hadio  Set,  At  present,  two 
sets  are  undergoing  field  tests  and  the  preliminary  reports  are  satLsfactoagr*

10,  (C)  Engineer; 

a.  On  22  August  I966  three  five  man  engineer  KB  teams  arrived  ftom 
539't'h  Engineer  Detachment,  Ist  SFG  (Abn),  1st  SF  on  Okinawa,  These  teams  re¬ 
placed  four  KB  teams  which  re'tumed.  to  Okinawa  on  24  August  upon  completing 
their  six  month  TDY  tours, 

b.  The  mission  of  Hieae  engineer  KB  teams  was  to  assist  in  new  CIDG 
camp  construction.  This  aasAstan&e  was  in  tip 
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support,  technical  advice,  and  construction  supervisory  skills*  Also,'  a 
throe  nan  KA  'toon  arrived  in  couu'txy  to  pro'vide  the  con'trol  clement  for  the 
KB  teens*  In  addition, the  KA  teau  leader  becojoa  the  anting  Group  Engine<Mg* 

c*  During  the  months  of  August,  September,  and  October  the  KS  teams 
vrurked  on  five  nov  CIDG  camps*  Duo  Phong  and  Trai  Bi  coups  were  completed 
and  work  con'tinucs  at  Dak  Seang,  Due  Lap,  and  Loo  Ninh* 

11*  (S)  CIDQ  Fiiumco: 

a*  On  1  August  1966,  the  official  piastre  conversion  rate  was 
changed  from  79«23V1I  to  $1.00  US  to  a  new  rate*  of  80.0SVK  to  Cl*00US*  This 
change  represented  a  currency  devaluation  and  resulted  in  a  paper  loss  to 
CIDG  Finance  of  $57»135*74»  One  advantage  of  the  new  rate  is  that  oa;p:ency 
conversion  is  much  simpler  now* 

b*  On  20  August  I966,  persomel  from.  CIDG  Finance  began  making 
audit/assis-tance  -visits  to  all  Special  Forces  detachment  Funds  Officers* 

The  purpose  of  these  -visits  is  -to  make  on-site  audi-ts  of  Funds  Officers 
records  and  to  render  ossis-tance  when  needed*  The  plan  is  -to  -visit  all

noted  the  many  improvomonts  that  had  been  made  since  the  last  audit  in  Oct¬ 
ober  1965  and  were  satisfied  with  the  accaw'^’^xg  processes  hid  fHfid  controls 
presently  in  effect* 

d.  The  lY  I967  Budget  and  the  FT  I968  Command  Bui^et  Estimates 
have  been  revised  and  will  be  submitted  -thru  MACV  to  UoAEFAC  on  2  November 
1966*  These  budget  revisions  were  nocessi -bated  by  the  extensive  organissational 
changes  within  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne;  and  the  new  Concept  of 
Operations  for  CY  I967*  Current  FY  I967  and  PY  I968  reQUiremen-ts  axe  as 
follows :

a.  On  3  July  19^6  the  Office  of  the  Conptroller  vaa  established 
as  a  principal  staff  section  in  the  oocinand,  (The  OUXr  Finance  Section  was 
placed  \mder  the  supervision  of  the  Comptroller,  Previously  the  CIDG  Fin¬ 
ance  Office  had  boon  the  action  agency  for  monitoring  costs  and  processing 
requests  for  expenditures  of  funds.  This  was  found  to  be  an  undesirable 
situation  in  that  the  office  treis  suamped  vrith  day  to  day  accounting  woadc  and 
finance  personneli  \indarstandaLlyy  wore  not  familiar  with  the  special  type 
requirements  for  fujids  often  necessary  in  an  organization  such  as  this, 

■Phe  codptroller  section  was  staffed  with  personnel,  both  officers  and  en¬ 
listed,  idio  have  previous  experience  in  Special  Forces  and  with  Special 
Forces  in  Vietnam, 

b.  Activities  in  the  section  have  included  the  publication  of  an 
Administration  and  Functions  Manual  (Inol  #34)  to  insure  standardization  of 
correspondence  and  to  outline  responsibilities  within  each  staff  section,  A 
joint ' directive  was  published,  establishing  for  the  first  tine,  a  standard 
leave,  AVCL,  fiuad  hospitalization  policy  for  CI3X5  personnel.  Previous  to  this 
each  detachment  had  some  type  of  local  SOP  that  often  provided  only  the  most 
winiTmiTTi  explanation  control.  Several  discrepancies  in  financial  admin¬ 
istration  were  corrected.  These  included  tmauthorizod  payment  of  bonuses  to 
VMSF  personnel  working  with  special  projects  in  the  command.  The  TOSF  is  a 
MAP  funded  organization  and  the  funds  available  to  the  5th  Special  Forces 
Group  (Airbonae) ,  cannot  be  used  to  support  them  in  any  way, 

0*  A  pilot  program  for  centralized  landing  at  the  "C*  detachment 
level  proved  successful  in  I  CTZ,  Primary  purpose  of  the  program  is  to 
relieve  the  subordinate  “A”  detachments  of  the  administrative  burden  of 
keeping  pay  cards  and  preparing  payrolls  each  month.  It  also  provides  for 
closer  monitoring  of  expenditures  by  higher  headquarters.  The  program  is 
scheduled  to  go  into  effect  in  all  CTZ’ s  on  1  November  I966, 

d,  A  reduction  in  the  number  of  civilians  employed  by  the  command 
n.nd  the  standardization  of  wage  scales  has  been  effected.  Continuous  mon¬ 
itoring  of  the  level  of  civilian  employees  continues.  In  many  cases  per¬ 
sonnel  such  as  carpenters  or  electricians  were  permanent  eijployees  only  so 
they  would  be  available  when  required, 

e.  Budgetary  savings  allowed  for  the  development  of  new  incentive 
pay  scales  fox  CIDG  personnel  in  the  more  hazardoxis  duties.  Extra  combat 

pay  is  now  authorized  for  personnel  who  are  members  of  a  Combat  Reconnaissance 
Platoon.  Savings  also  have  allowed  the  payment  of  parachute  proficiency  pay 
to  those  special  indigene  us  personael  whose  duties  reqtdrc  th^.  to  perform 
para^yjute  jumps..

f,  A  review  of  death  gratuity  benefits  paid  by  the  CIDG  prograo 
reveals  that  benefits  were  inE''’.fficiont  as  conpored  to  benefits  paid  to 
Regional  Force  and  Popular  Force  personnel.  Sufficient  funds  were  not 
available  to  ianediatoly  ali^  the  scale  vdth  those  of  the  RP/PP  prograa. 

It  was  detemined  that  an  additional  2000$W  in  death  benefits  would  be 
paid  to  survivors  of  CIDG  personnel.  2000SVN  being  the  averoge  price  for  a 
burial  in  Vietnan,  Sufficient  funds  were  budgeted  in  the  revised  FY67 
budget  to  allow  equalization  of  the  death  gratuity  scales. 


g.  Operational  changes  and  increased  opessitional  requirements  made 
it  necessary  to  revise  the  FI  I967  bv^et  and  the  PI  1968  budget  estiaate. 

In  October  a  liaison  trip  v;as  made  to  the  Counterinsurgency  Support  Office 
(CISO)  on  Okinawa  to  revise  the  out-of-co\n^.try  portion  of  the  budget.  This 
close  liaison  with  CISO  has  assisted  in  the  devclopraent  of  realistic  require¬ 
ment  levels  and  better  understanding  by  CISO  of  the  present  n-nri  future  op¬ 
erational  plans  of  the  coxaoand. 


h,  In-Gountxy  changes  to  the  budget  included  an  increase  in  Combat 
Pay  for  the  combat  recCmaissance  personnel, "and  increase  in  the  wage  scale 
for  civilian  employees,  and  it  also  anticipated  a  rise  in  subsistence  costs 
throughout  the  country.  Other  increases  were  due  to  increased  personnel 
requirements  made  necessary  by  opeirational  comnitmentc. 


i,  Soveial  years  ago  when  the  VRSP  was  placed  in  command  of  the 
CIDG  program,  they  were  03q)eriencing  a  shortage  of  radio  operators.  An 
agieenent  was  made  at  that  time  to  substitute  civilian  operator  for  military 
operators  until  soifficient  military  operators ,  could  be  trained.  The  agree¬ 
ment  was  made  because  of  operational  necessity  not  only  to  keep  the  VMSP 
oporatiohal  but  to  provide  a  back  up  for  Special  Forces  communications  if 
required.  Since  neither  the  YRSP  nor  the  MAP  program  could  provide  funding 
in  support  of  these  civilians,  it  was  agreed  that  Swithcback  funds  would  be 
used  to  pay  then.  A  study  by  the  Comptroller  revealed  that  the  number  of 
civilian  radio  operators  has  increased  rather  than  decreased,  despite  the 
training  of  military  operators  by  USASF,  It  is  granted  that  increased 'oper¬ 
ational  committments  have  required  additional  radio  operators,  however,  the 
study  revealed  that  iia  many  areas,  especially  at  V1I3P  "B*’  and  "C"  detachment 
levels,  there  was  on  overage  in  radio  operators.  Additionally  the  VESP  was 
slow  in  providing  personnel  to  the  communications  school  for  training.  The 
VIBP  has  new  agreed  to  beg;iji  a  positive  program  of  elimination  of  the  civ¬ 
ilian  radio  operators.  The  VESF  has  agreed  to  provide  sufficient  input  into 


the  communications  school  to  accelarata 
operators. 


j.  One  of  the  vuiforecastcd  expenditures  made  during  the  quarter  was 
associated  with  the  attachment’ of  the  281st  Aviation  Company  to  the  5th

a,  ITPili  Reinforcement  of  CaniJ  Sanh  (Source:  Det  C-l) 

DISCUSSION:  The  CG,  III  MAP  ordered  the  Jrd  Marine  Division  to 
reinfoTCO  Khe  Sanh  with  one  battalion  of  Marines,  xrfiose  mission  was  to  pro¬ 
vide  security  to  the  camp  out  to  a  range  of  6,000  meters  (I20ian  mortar  range). 
On  50  September  the  Ist  Battalion,  3rd  Marines  (1/3  Mar)  reinforced  with  2 
Marine  155Qn  bowitzezrs  and  3  I05ma  howitzers  arrived  at  Khe  Sanh.  Detach¬ 
ment  B-52  (Project  delta)  began  reconnaissance  operations  in  and  near  the 
Khe  Sanh  T^R  in  October,  operating  under  the  OPCON  of  the  CG,  1  Corps. 

Since  the  reinforcement  of  Khe  Sanh  waO  occc^lished,  the  possibility  of  a 
heavy  exxemy  attack  has  lessened.  Also,  although  the  I/3  Mar  were  present 
only  for  security  purposes,  their  presence  enabled  the  CIDG  to  conduct  more 
numerous  operations  of  longer  range  and  duration, 

Q^ERVATION:  Timely  reinforcement  of  Khe  Sanh  appears  to  have 
frustrated  .uoioy  plans  to  attack  the  cor^  and/or  draw  reinforcing  relief 
colisms  into  a  trap.  Presence  of  Itorinc  reinforcements  to  secure  the  camp 
permitted  long  range  and  numerous  CIDG  offensive  operations.  Reinforcements 
with  long  range  ortlUexy  enabled  CIDG  patrols  to  operate  at  increased  distances 
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uhilo  enjoying  artillery  fire  support.  Roinforcemout  irith  a  reconnaissance 
unit  provided  increased  OQcujK?-ty  to  tho  district  by  extending  the  capability 
o£  xeconnalosance  and  surveillance.

In  addition  to  those  forces,  across  the  border  in  Laos,  adjacent  to  the  Khe 
3 anil  TAOR,  is  the  Royal  Lao  33rd  Battalion,  which  is  a  friendly  force.  Within' 
the  Khe  Sanh  district  there  are  4  AHVIJ  105nn  howitzers,  3  IfSMC  I05ian  howitzers, 
and  2  USIuC  155nu  howitzers.

The 
only  unification  existant  is  the  CIC,  under  the  control  of  the  USASF  A  De-t- 
achnent  Connander,  and  a  cooperative  artillery  fire  control  center  under  the

OBSERVATION:  lack  of  a  single  "task  force  connand er  because 
each  unit  desires  to  retain  autonoiiy  defies  the  basic  principle  of  imi-ty 
of  connand.  A  task  force  connander  'oith  a  con'trol  headquarters  could  better 
control  and  coordinate  all  ox>erations  and  actions.  Political  considerations 
in  this  particulox  cane  override  •tactical  considerations, ’which  oould  prove 
to  be  to  the  detrinent  of  occonplishing  assigned  nissions* 

c.  ITJaii  Use  of  ARVH  Scout  Bogs  (Source;  Det  C-l) 

DISCUSSION;  Canp  Tisn  Phuoc  enployed  6  ABVH  handlers  and  scout 
dogs  on  1  operation  in  October.  The  dogs  and  handlers  were  not  capable  of 
nccting  the  physical  denands  of  long  range  patrolling.  Terrain  covered  was 
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rice  paddies,  dikes,  and  brugh  covered  loo  hills.  Weather  vos  fair.  ARVN 
handlers  alno  refused  to  toko  point  and  uo:dc  their  dogs  properly. 


OBSERVATION;  j-IEVN  dogs  and  handlers  are  of  little  value  on 
long  range  patrol  operations  in  I  Coips  Tactical  Zone, 

d,  ITIM;  Night  Conbat  Assault  Landing  (Soiaroe:  Bet  A-I04,  Ha  Thanh) 


DISCUSSION;  On  the  night  of  12  Septenber,  1  conpany  of  Mike 
Force  personnel  reinforced  Canp  Ha  Thanh  by  conducting  a  night  conbat  assault 
landing  by  07-2  aircraft,  Illunination  for  the  landing  was  provided  by 
flnreship, 

OBSERVATION;  This  technique  of  landing,  using  illiaaination 
provided  by'flareships,  was  highly  successful  and  caught  the  eneny  conpletely 
by  surprise. 


ei  ITEM:  Alternate  Firing  Positions  for  Canp  Mortars  (Source;  Bet  A-I04) 

BISCUSSION ;  The  eneny  knew  in  advance  the  location  of  the  oacip^s 
nortars,  which  enabled  hin  to  place  accurate  rocoilless  rifle  fire  on  those 
positions.  The  res;rlts  were  that  the  4*2  nortar  was  destreyed  aM  several 
nen  killed  and  wotuided, 

OBSERVATION;  Alternate  firidg  positions  for  nortars  should  be 
prepared  atid  the  nortars  should  be  frequently  noved  to  different  positions. 
Considerations  should  be  given  to  the  enplacement  of  dumny  nortars  in  un¬ 
occupied  positions, 

f,  ITEM;  AIE  Skyraiders  for  Resupply  Missions  (Source;  Bet  C«l) 

BISCUSSION;  Leaflet  containers  can  be  used  fox  free  dropping 
supplies  to  long  range  patrols.  The  AIE  tactical  fighter  bonber-aixeraft  is 
capable  of  carrying  11  leaflet  containers  that  can  be  filled' with  patrol 
supplies.  In  the  absence  of  panels  or  signal  lights  on  a  BZ,  the  tactical 
aircraft  can  drop  with  a  high  degree  of  accuracy  on  any  distinguishable  ter¬ 
rain  feature.  Connunications  between  the  patrol  and  the  AIE  aircraft  can 
be  facilitated  by  tlie  FM  capability  of  the  aircraft, 

OBSERVATION ;  AIE  aircraft  can  provide  an  accxirate  and  effective 
neans  of  freedropping  supplies  to  long  range  patrols.  The  aircraft  is  cap-' 
able  of  jaroviding  vindetected  daylight  resupply  to  troops  behind  eneiay  lines, 
as  the  aircraft  is  not  noxoslly  associated  with  air  resupply  ■fyi>e  oissions* 
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C*  Waterborne  Operations  (Source:  Pet  C-4) 

DISCUSSIOH ;  On  I6  October,  a  joint  waterborne  operation  was 
conducted  by  Potactuaonts  A-414  and  A-416,  utilizin^r  26  plastic  assault  boats 
and  6  US  Ravy  SSSL  boats.  The  operation  was  supported  by  2  sections  of  gun- 
shipa  and  1  connand  and  control  helicopter.  High  flood  waters  throughout 
the  area  had  forced  the  Viet  Cung  to  novo  their  caches  to  higher  grounds, 
leaving  then  vulnerable  to  friendly  initiated  conbat  operations.  The  hi^ 
vrator  level  also  reduced  the  effectiveness  of  VC  nines  and  booby  traps j  res¬ 
tricted  the  VC  *3  nobility  to  sanpana  and  forced  hin  to  contend  with  effects 
of  the  flood,  tliereby  reducing  his  alortness  to  attack.  The  results  of  this 
operation  are  discussed  in  inclosure 

OBSERVATION t  This  operation  v/as  hi^ly  successful  for  the 
following  reasons: 


(1)  USASP/VNSF/CIDG  flexibility  in  reacting  to  contact  at  an 
une:q)ected  tine  and  place  with  rapidity  and  aggressiveness, 

(2)  The  fire  superiority  provided  by  the  large  nunber  of  crew 
served  weapon  enployed  on  vmterbome  operations, 

(3)  Superior  nobility  of  the  friendly  force, 

(4)  Viet  Cong  vulnerability  to  attack  during  flooded  conditions, 

3.  (u)  Training  and  Organization: 

a,  ITEM:  Waterborne  Unit  Organization  (Source:  Bet  C-4) 

DISCUSSION:  If  USASP/VNSi'  do  not  have  CIDG  conpanies

(USAF)  dr^ted  a  Special  Forces  Weather  Observation  Progran  (Inol  #18),  The 
rcsiilts  will  be  valuable  to  conbat  ohd  support  oleoents  shoxild  they  bo  called 
upon  to  aid  in  the  defense  of  a  caap,  conduct  joint  operations,  or  provide 
aerial  resupply, 

o,  ITSI.lt  Handling,  Processing  and  Exploitation  (Source:  Group  S-2) 
of  Captives,  Returnees,  Simpects,  Bocunents  and  Materiel. 

DISCUSSION  t  "A''  detaebnents  in  the  field  have  not  received  the 
benefits  of  tinely  infomation  fron  captives  and  captured  documents  because 
they  were  required  to  place  onphasis  on  the  almost  immediate  movement  of  these 
to  ARVN  ornert  higher  US  channels, 

OBSERVATION;  The  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne)  is  pub- 
:lishing  appropriate  regulations  outlining  guidance  and  x>rocedures  so  that  all 
friendly  elements  v/ill  receive  wiyi  timely  information  and  intelligence. 

'The  regulations  allow  mexinum  use  and  exploitation  of  captives,  returnees 
and  captured  docments  by  USASP  detachments  within  the  purview  of  current 
IIACV  directives  and  regulations.  An  item  of  interest  is  that  the  regulation 
states  that  captives  will  be  evacuated  ’when  they  are  no  loitger  considered 
to  be  of  intelligence  value.  Hiis  allows  the  detachment  commanders  to  em¬ 
phasize  jfe^tical  exploitation  rather  than  evacuation, 

d,  ITEEI;  Issue  of  HT-1  Radios  to  Agents  (Source;  Det  A- 101,  Kho  Sanh) 

DISCUSSION;  MMJV  issued  20  HT-1  radios  to  Detachment  A- 101  for 
.subsequent  issue  to  indigenous  agents  throughout  and  near  the  Khe  Sanh  TAOR. 

The  purpose  of  the  radios  was  to  increase  the  rapidity  of  intelligence  reports 
and  to  provide  an  early  warning  system  to  the  district.  However,  agents  were 
-not  receptive  to  receiving  and  using  the  radios.  Only  six  were  actually 
Issued,  The  primary  problem  is  that  the  radio  is  rather  large,  difficiilt  to 
hide  or  conceal,  and  subsequently  places  an  agent  in  fear  of  being  discovered 
by  the  enemy.  Another  observation  is  that  to  be  effective,  there  must  be  sev- 
jciral  frequencies,  to  prevent  the  entire  net  fron  being  ccopromised  by  loss 
of  an  agent  and  radio.  Detachment  A-101  returned  some  HT-1*  s  for  crystal 
frequency  changes,  A  final  observation  is  that  the  base  station  must  be  cap¬ 
able  of  monitoring  the  different  frequencies  assigned,  and  the  base  must  oper¬ 
ate  continuously. 
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OBSERVATIOH ;  A  snaller,  rare  conpact  radio  than  the  HT-1 
ehould  be  iesuod  to  a^ronts  both  to  allay  their  psychological  fear  as  well 
as  to  givo  a  physical  aeans  of  reducing  the  pxebability  of  conpromise  of 
the  agent,  Several  frequencies  are  required  for  security  of  the  inteli- 
igcacQ  net,  and  a  base  receiving  statiou  capable  of  continuous  nonitoraag 
on  all  channels  is  required, 

c,  l‘r:in  Radar  Sot  IH/pM-5  (Source:  Det  C-4) 

DISCUSSION :  Enploynent  of  the  xttlax  set  in  the  IV  Corps  area 
iTg  the  rainy  season  is  ineffective,  Water  causes  a  reflection  of  the 
signal  producing  distortion  and  a  false  read  out.  Host  detachments  are 
surrounded  by  water  for  8  nonths  out  of  the  year, 

OBSERVATION:  A  isore  effective  surveillance  instxuoent  should 
bo  pyr^gra^^ned  fftr  the  IV  Corps  area  in  lieu  of  ihe  AN/PPS-5*  Probably  a 
more  effective  device  because  of  the  flat  open  terrain  would  the  stor^ 
light  scope,  large, 

f,  ITBti’Ii  Estfiblishnent  of  a  Combined  (Source*  Det  C-l) 
Intelligence  Center  (CIC). 

DISCUSSION:  CCMJSMACV  directed  a  CIC  be  established  to  enable 
an  increased  intelligence  collection,  coordination  axid  analysis  capability* 
The  Detachment  A-lOl  Commander  vas  directed  to  head  it.  All  organizations 
agencies  operating  in  the  area  were  directed  to  feed  intelligence  inform- 
ation  to  the  CIC,  Personnel  assignments  laade  to  the  CIO  were  a  director,  an 
intelligence  sergeant,  an  Intalligenoe  specialist,  a  clerk,  a  USIIC  Interrog¬ 
ation  tean,  and  interpreters,  A  liaison  team  from  the  3d  Marine  Division  was 
attached.  An  RTT  was  installed  at  Khe  Sanh  to  expedite  the  flow  of  intelllg- 
onoe  hfty.ic  to  Detachment  C-l,  The  CIC  submits  a  daily  intelligence  summary. 

OBSERVATION:  The  CIO  has  unified  collection,  analysis  and 
d-j  gaorri  wn-ttn’ rtw  nf  Intel T  tgenca  being  generated  and  assures  dissemination  of 
intelligence  in  the  Khe  Sanh  area*  It  permits  more  accurate  intelligence 
being  generated  and  assxtres  dissemination  to  all  units  and  agencies  which 
have  a  xequixement  for  the  intelligence. 


5,  (U)  Logistics: 

a,  ITEM:  Breakage  of  Rice  Bags  when  Air  Dropped  (Source:  Groi®  S-4) 


DISCUSSION:  Previously,  the  Logistical  Support  Center  was  ex*, 
periencing  an  extremely  high  rate  of  breakage  of  rice  bags  iriien  delivered  by 
air  drop.  In  order  to  elimimte  this  problem  the  following  method  of  rigging 
has  been  utilized:  ilrat  ntep  is  to  place  the  50  kilo  bag  of  ^s^  a 
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100  kilo  rice  ba^  and  secure  with  twine.  Secondly  place  2  heavy  duty  card¬ 
board  boxes  on  the  delivery  pallet  and  load  each  box  with  5  ba^  of  rice  and 
secure  with  A-7I1  straps.  Attach  3  car^  parachutes  to  the  load  and  it  is 
ready  for  air  drop, 

OBSERVATION :  Since  utilizing  this  method  we  have  received  no 
complaints  concerning  loss  of  rice  due  to  breakage.  Attached  photo  shows 
the  finished  product  prepared  for  air  drop. 
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b,  I'JEM:  Air  Delivery  of  Livestock  (Sources  Group  S-4) 

DISCUSSiQMi  When  air  4ropping  livestoolie  previously  used  con¬ 
tainers  were  disinte^^tir^; i  thus  releasing  the  livestock  and  allowing  them 
to  free  fall  resulting  in  a  complete  loss  of  the  cattle.  To  overcome  this 
problem  a  modified  sling  consisting  of  4  A-7A  straps  sewn  to  a  heavy  x±oe 
bag  is  constructed*  After  securing  the  cow  in  the  harness,  place  it  in  the 
crate  and  attach  the  remainder  of  the  A-JA  straps  vdth  the  sling  harness 
directly  to  the  main  D  rings.  Attach  3  G-15  cargo  parachutes  and  the  load 
is  readi"  for  delivery. 

OBSERVATION ;  Since  adopting  this  method  of  delivery,  no  live¬ 
stock  have  been  subject  to  free  fall.  Attached  photographs  outline  the 
rigging  procedures  used. 
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c.  Resurfacing  of  IChe  Sanh  Airstrip  (Source:  Bet 

\irith  Aluminum  Planking, 

DISCUSSION ;  The  airstrip  at  Khe  Sanh  was  a  badly  deteriorated 
pierced  ste«l  planking  (PSP)  vith  an  intended  C-I50  capability.  The  PSP 
had  so  deteriorated  that  it  presented  hazardous  obstacles  to  aircraft.  A 
Seabee  team,  working  around  the  clock,  removed  the  old  PSP  and  reaurfaoed 
the  strip  with  nonoorzxxiing' aluminum  sheet  planking  in  5  days.  Without  the 
improvement  of  the  airstrip,  the  large  increase  in  air  traffic  necessary 
to  sustain  the  increased  tr^p  strength  in  the  area  would  not  have  been 
possible. 

OBSERVATION;  The  saew  aluminum  planking  now  available  for 
surfacing  airstrips  can  be  laid  rapidly  by  skilled  engineers,  and  the 
aluminum  plahicing  has  an  all  weather  capability  and  a  long  diu^bility. 

Every  effort  should  be  made  to  suxr^M^  Spe^^l  ai^S:%ip8  with  alum- 

inum  planking.  1 

6.  (C)  Other; 

a.  ITEM;  Establishment  of  Goisptroller  Section  (Source:  Op  Compt) 

DISCUSSION;  The  abundance  of  accotmtlng  transactions  by  CIDO 
finance  made  it  ertremely  difficvilt  for  that  office  to  closely  monitor  axxd 
evaluate  expenditures  in  the  command. 

OBSMYAriONi  Establishment  of  the  Comptroller  Section  has  al¬ 
lowed  a  separate  monitoring  agency  to  analyse  and  evaluate  expenditures. 

b.  ITEM;  Administration 'asui  Eunotions  Manual  (Source:  Gp  Compt) 

DISCUSSION:  To  replace  several  Groip  regulations  and  command 
letters  governing  administrative  procedures,  one  principal  source  was  re¬ 
quired.  In  addition,  a  dooimeait  was  required  explaining  organization  of  the 
command  and  a  narrative  of  Job  i!«apnT^a;^'b-iii-fciqp  pyincipal  and  special 
staff  sectioi^. 

OBSERVATION;  The  publication  of  the  Administrative  and  Functions 
Manual  has  standardized  administrative  procedures  throi!ghout  the  ccanmand  and 
sissisted  in  better  understanding  of  Job  positions  and  staff  respon8ibilities« 

c.  ITEfi;  CIDG  Leave,  AWOL  and  Hospitalization  (Soi^e:  Gp  Compt) 

Policy. 

DISCUSSION ;  Since  there  was  no  standard  policy  for  leaver  ABOL 
or  hospitalization  for  the  CIDG  program,  much  confusion  existed  as  to  how 
much  leave  a  CIDG  soldier  wa§  au^^irLz^,  i^t  oonsidtuted  an  AVOL  and  luw 
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long  a  man  is  carried  on  tho  payroll  after  he  has  been  hospitalized.  Many 
local  SOP*  3  wore  developed  by  subordinate  comniahders  but  there  were  many 
instances  of  misunderatanding  and  mismanagement. 

OBSERVATION:  Publication  of  the  CIDG  leave,  AWOL  and  hospital¬ 
ization  policy  has  established  a  firm  standard  for  the  command  and  eliminated 
confusion  and  nisurderstanding. 

d,  ITEflt  Centralized  Funding  System  (Source:  Gp  Compt) 

DISCUSSION:  A  pilot  program  of  centralized  funding  in  I  Corps 
proved  successful.  It  eliminated  the  requirement  for  preparation  of  pay¬ 
rolls,  main.topanoe  of  pay  cards,  paying  of  contractors  and  civilian  laborers 
plus  keeping  volmes  of  records  of  e:5»enditures  at  the  **A"  detachment  level. 

A  favorable  side  effect  was  revealed  in  that  money  was  saved  by  centralized 
pvirchase  of  foodstuffs  and  materials  in  larger  units.  The  system  also  allowed 
a  standardization  of  pay  procedures  and  close  monitoring  of  expenditures  by  a 
higher  headquarters.  The  primary  pvirpose  was  to  eliminate  the  administrative 
burden  in  tho  "A"  detachments. 

OBSERVATION:  The  centralized  funding  system  will  go  into  effect 
in  all  Corps  Tactical  Zones  on  1  November  I966. 

e.  ITEM:  Responsive  Airlift  System  (Source:  Gp  Avn  Off) 

DISCUSSION :  The  5th  Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne)  operates 
a  supply' system  which  is  separate  from  the  normal  Army  supply  system.  Pro¬ 
curement,  accounting,  storage,  and  supply  delivery  are  all  designed  to  sup¬ 
port  this  quick  reaction  system.  The  supply  distribution  responsibility  of 
S’leoial  Forces  in  Vietnam  is  approximately  equivalent  to  that  foxmd  in  a 
US  Army  separate  Corps.  Virtually  all  supplies  must  go  by  aircraft  because 
of  the  generally  insecure  areas  in  which  Special  Forces  camps  are  habitually 
located.  Twenty  of  the  66  camps  with  airfields  are  capable  of  air  landing 
CV-2B  resupply  aircraft  only.  The  existing  ground  commanders  operational 
control  of  the  CV-2B  aircraft  provides  a  system  with  24  hours  or  less  res¬ 
ponse  time  to  routine  missions.  Additionally,  the  present  operational  system 
of  the  CV-2B  can  provide  emergency  response  in  1  hovir  or  less  if  a  camp  is 
attacked. 

OBSERVATION:  A  portion  of  the  airlift  must  be  provided  in  a 
system,  ouch  as  exists  now,  which  will  be  rospoaoivo  to  tho  Comander,  S'Wa 
Special  Forces  Group  (Airborne),  from  preparation  to  delivery.  The  present 
system  with  the  CV-2B  voider  the  operational  control  of  the  ground  commander 
provides  that  reqviired  responsive  system  needed  by  Special  Forces  to  perfom 
its  assigned  mission.

RISCGSSIOIT :  Cattle,  fish  and  seed  may  be  obtained  throvigh  the 
i'inistry  of  iigricuiture  for  local  programs, 

.OESBRVATiON |  .Coordination  must  be  made  at  National  level  to 
obtain  cattle.  In  the  fuiiire  such  requests  will  be  coordinated  with  Asst 
S-5  in  Saigon  in  order  that  he  may  obtain  them  through  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture, 

h,  Refugees  (Source:  Gp  S-5) 

DISCUSSION :  To  handle  mergoncy  influxes  of  refugees,  a  pre¬ 
packaged  kit  containing  essential  re'.ief  supplies  is  required  to  ease  the 
supply  coiamitiionts  of  the  de'cachment  affected* 

OBSERVATION;  An  "Alpha"  kit  is  located  at  SPOB  for  this  purpose, 
but  additional  lorigcir  term  aid  must  be  obtained  through  USAID  and  GVN  to 
sustain  the  refugees, 

i-  Elections  (Source:  Gp  S-5) 

DISCUSSION:  VIS  porsonpei  organized  rallies,  meetings,  conf¬ 
erences  and  erieiitation  aessrens  and  • .  ied  all  available  media  to  eyeiy 

potential  voter, 

ODSERVAS?ION:  U3ASE  personnel  must  not  become  involved  with,  cand¬ 
idates  but  must  be  available  for  ad^ace  and  should  supply  on  request  loud¬ 
speakers,  tape  recorders  and  other  publJLo  address  devices,

DISCUSSION;  These  teams  have  become  well  knoTm  and  provide 
invaluable  assistance  in  medical  and  civic  action  programs,

etc,,  should  be  utilised  to  give  these  teams  a  sense  of  identity  and  pride. 
Selection  of  personnel  for  th.ese  teams  should  remain  limited  to  the  highly 
motivated,  dynamic,  and  trained  person.

DISCUSSION  t  Vietnamese  language  newspapers  xiresanting  national 
and  local  interest  neuS|  as  well  as  mctivation  articles  are  well  accepted  bjr 
the  population. 


OBSERVATION:  Common  dialects  as  veil  as  VN  language  papers  axe 
read  avidly,  and  in  areas  of  low  literacy  those  who  can  read  pass  the  word 
to  the  illiterate*  This  device  has  an  unlimited  FSYOP  potential* 

1.  ITEM;  Enlisted  Medical  Personnel  (Source:  Gp  Surg) 

DISCUSSION:  Many  ddtachments  are  short  medics ^  Ubere  is  a 
critical  shortage  of  Special  Forces  trained  medics  Army-wide*  Many  replace¬ 
ment  medics  are  completely  with/mt  experience  and  only  partially  trained* 

This  situation  shows  little  sign  of  improvement  during  the  next  6  months* 

OBSjiiRVAnON :  medic  coming  to  3  th  SFGA  should  be  intorviei^d 

by  the  Grot^  Surgeon  and  a  recommendation  as  to  his  assignment  be  made,  based

Con  Thu.  Three  weeks  of  tr&i tying  uore  given  to  the  drivers  and  mechanics. 
Upon  pre^serviCQ  checkout  and  tosting,  three  tachometer  cables  and  one  mag¬ 
neto  failed.  The  parts,  except  Tor  the  magneto,  were  replaced  through  Air 
Force  channels. 

OIiSERVATIONs  There  appears  to  be  a  problem  on  repair  parts 
availability.  The  original  contract  v;as  amended  to  add  spare  parts  and  tools 
but  these  items  have  yet  to  arrive.  Detachment  C-4  has  instituted  satisfac¬ 
tory  controls  on  the  airboats  to  insviro  proper  utilization.

OBS^VATI^;  These  sets  lave  proven  to  be  cactremely  valuable 
in  assisting  the  curtailment  of  VC  movaaont  in  the  vicinity  of  camps  which 
hav«  than.  The  seta  have  been  rotated  to  new  areas  on  an  average  of  once 
each  two  mon'ihs.  The  operators  are  proficient  after  about  ten  hoiirs  on  the 
set.  The  sots  ore  down  for  maintenance  approximately  l/5th  of  the  time. 

r»  Right  Observation  Devices  (Soxirce:  Gp  S-3) 

DISCUSSION i  5th  snjA  has  25  starlight  scopes.  24  short  range 
and  one  medium  range.  These  items  have  been  distributed  to  'che  "A"  detach- 
moits  for  use  on  offensive  operations  and  ambushes.  The  adjustjaeut  knobs  on 
the  short  range  scope  wear  out  rather  rapidly  end  thus  the  replac^»nt  of 
these  is  necessary.

1*  Purpose  I  The  purpose  of  this  analysis  was  to  detexoine  the  effeot- 
Iveneas  oi  operations  in  respoot  to  reaction  to  intelligence* 

2«  Preparation t  The  analysis  was  prepared  on  a  monthly  basis,  begins 
ning  with  January  I966  and  continuing  through  October*  An  acetate  overlay 
was  prepared  listing  all  operations  conducted  in  a  one  month  period,  and  an¬ 
other  was  prepared  posting  OB  information.  Py  comparing  the  overlays  in 
ohroxiological  sequence,  the  pattern  of  offensive  operations  could  be  compared 
to  the  reported  location  of  VC  forces.  The  general  direction  of  operations 
and  location  of  VC  vuiits  were  then  isolated  by  the  use  of  a  specially  pre¬ 
pared  template  (Annex  #l).  To  further  prepare  the  analysis  for  oompaotness 
and  dissemination  to  subordinate  vuiits,  the  overlays  showing  the  operations 
and  the  OB  wore  photographed.  The  first  photograph  (Annex  f^)  showed  the 
operations  conducted*  The  second  photograph  (Annex  #5)  showed  the  OB  and 
the  third  photograph  (Annex  #4)  showed  the  operatiozxs  and  OB  together* 

3*  Conduct  of  Analysis!  To  determine  vdiether  or  not  the  detachments 
were  reacting  to  intelligence,  the  overlays  were  placed  on  the  map  with  the 
template  on  t3p*  Through  isolation  by  area  of  VC  unit  locations  and  oper¬ 
ations  conducted,  the  determination  was  made.  For  example t  assuming  that 
an  “A**  detachment  reports  VC  units  located  in  areas  2,  3f  7*  and  the 

majority  of  offensive  operations  also  took  place  in  those  areas,  it  could 
be  assumed  that  the  CIBG  forces  had  been  operating  where  they  eiqpeoted  to 
encounter  VC  fozdes*  If  the  majority  of  operations  were  taking  place  in 
axeeLB  1,4,  and  8,  then  it  would  appear  that  the  unit  was  not  seeking  out  the 
VC  forces  even  though  they  were  aware  of  the  VC  locations* 

4*  Conolualons!  The  analysis  for  each  Corps  Tactical  Zone  was  ex¬ 
pressed  in  percentages  (Annex  #5)  of  operations  and  intelligence  reports 
by  area*  The  conduct  of  major  I3S  unit  activities  within  camp  TALxit*  s  isdiloh 
tend  to  limit  the  scope  of  operations  was  taken  into  account.  Also  the  fact 
that  operations  into  areas  wilhout  intelligence  indioators  vtos  considered, 
overall,  the  analysis  proved  highly  successful  in  pointing  out  the  camps 
effectively  controlling  their  area  of  responsibility  as  well  as  those  oamps 
which  displayed  weakness.
